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Besides there is also a great rush on the shops or textiles, 
utensils and toys. People regard it auspicious to buy new 
clothes and utensils on the occasion of Dewali.

People worship Laxmi, the goddess of Wealth, in their 
houses. They believe Laxmi visits every house at night and 
showers wealth on the people.

Thieves come more 
often to take than does the Goddess Laxmi to give her 
devotees.

rs. The fracture healed much quicker than the plaster 
ave done. In fact, the plaster could have harmed my 
d even left my elbow completely dislocated at the angle 
ty degrees.

Thereafter we entered ‘““Diwan-e-Am”’ or the Hall of Publi 
Audience. It has a marble dias anda marble canopy. ° Her 
gat the Mughal Emperor and received. the ministers, countrie 
and other people who come to meet him on official or publi 
functions. The Emperor sat under the canopy on his throne 
His Prime Minister sat on the dias. In olden and golden day 
the walls of Diwan-e-Am were covered with paintings and i 
was decorated with precious stones. But now these valuabl 
treasures are missing. In those days even the humblest citizer 
could come to Diwan-e-Am and present his petition to the Kins 
if he had any complaingagainst anybody. | 

Beyond the Diwan-e-Am we passed on to the Rang Mahal 
It was a palace of pleasures and richly inlaid with preciou: 
stones in the Mughal Times. In the centre of the hajl ran 3 
canal of refreshing water and it was known as the Nahar-i 
Bisht. A fountain shaped like a flower played in the middle 
of the hall. 


Beside Rang Mahal there is Khas Mahal. It has a beauti 
ful marble screen. A scale is carved on the screen, indicatins 
rigid justice which ruled supreme during the Mughal times 
Then there is Diwan-e-Khas, the Hall of Private Audience 
awhere only selected people could meet the King, such as minis 
ters, princes, princessess and queens.

neans an abridgment of summary. It is, generally speaking, 
ied to a condensed report. or narrative, compiled from a 
es or documents relating to some important event. In 
ther sense, a precis is merely an abridged statement or 
ymary of the substance of some lengthy Passage, ¢.g.,a 
ech or an extract from a book. The exercise in summarising 
as the University examination are usually of this kind. 


ew Don’t for the Precis-writer : 


1. Donot use the words or phrases employed in the 
original passage. 

2. Do. not intimate the construction of the original 
sentences. 


Do not be irrelevant. 
Do not introduce any ideas of your own. 


Do not materially exceed the limit of words indicated 
_ by the examiner. 
Do not use telegraphic expressions. 


Do not use phrases eae “I think’’, “In my opinion’, 
“The writcr says”, 


Preparation for Summarising : Really speaking, sum- 
rising 1s a test of your ability to separate what is essential 
passage from what is irrelevant. In other words, it is a 
of your knowledge of the English language. Practice, of 
rse, will make a man perfect in summarising as in any 
er art. You have to read a lot. Some amount of Dictionary 
*k over the meanings of unfamiliar words and expression 
be helpful. The capacity to beneficial, because it helps in 
densing. The rules relating to direct and indirect speech 
st be carefully mastered, because it is not at all permissible 
use direct speech in ycur summary. Even though your 
gress is slow in the beginning, you will improve with a due 
yunt of practice. 


Giving a kleading : After summarising a given passage, 
ays give it a heading. Thus you will convey an impression 
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on the examiner that you understand the main trend of the 
passage. 


It is not, however, enough to select any striking phrase 
from the original and use it asa heading. A heading must 
contain the central idea of a given passage. It should be as 
brief as possible and there must be no verb init. The first 
letter of every word in the heading should be a capital letter. 


. Below we shall work out a number of examples to illustrate 
how the hints regarding precis writing may be kept in view 
while actually reading a passage :—

India isa 
big country and it isnot easy for friends to meet, and for 
many to meet together at the same time is still more difficult. 
Hence the popularity of the marriage celebrations. The only 
rivals to them, and it has already excelled them in many way 
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en as a social reunion, is the political gathering, the various 
nnference, or the Congress !
